Thaere are some men who canuot or will not
gee, in this overwhelming testimony, anything
more than such a desire to square the acsonnt
by entrusting to the most illustrions soldier of
the age the controlling voice in the govern-
ment of the nation.

humanity has now fally entersd, It is the
end of the war for the Union, the utter ool-
lapse of the infamous slaveholders' reballion,
the suppression of all attempts to fan into a
living flame the smouldering embors of ciril
strife, the coup d'¢tat which precludes the pos-
sibility of the counter-revolation. It i3 the
defeat of Horatio Seymour, the discomfiture
of Frank Blair, the roat and ruin of Vallau-
digham and Hampton. It signifies that the
war for the Union has not bsen unsnovessful,
that it has not been waged in vain, that the
fruits of victory shall not be wrested from th,

It
endorses the Reconstraction policy of Congreas
in all its details, and consigns Aundrew Jolu-
gon and his policy of ‘reconcilistion’ to
oblivion. It declares that the Union of these
States ia perpetual and shall be eternal, that
the word liberty is not a hollow mockery,
that the plighted faith of the mation shall be
kept inviolate. It warns the wurepsntant
Rebels of the South that they muast look to
the other world, and not to this, for fergive.
ness; it warns the Northern allies of these un-
repentant Hebels that their leagne with the
pation’s foes is an unboly one, nunsightly and
offensive to both God and man; it warns the
aasassina of loyal white men and the batchers
of helplass black men that their fa'e will be
swift, sure, and just without the tempsr of
merey. It proolaima the peace for whioh we
have yearned so earnestly, the peace for which
we have prayed so fervently, the peace for
which we have founght so desperately, the
peace which, by the blessing of God, we have
Tairly earped and fairly won at last,

B The spectacle of a great people rislng in
their might, and giving utterance to this
golemn verdict, ia an imposing one. It re.
doubles our faith in homauity, it strengthens
our hope for the future, Wt reconciles us to the
bitter anguish of the past. Andghall we not ba
thankfal that the word bhas gong forth with
guoh atartling emphasis, with suoh gupoon-
guerable force ! Shall we nol rejoios aud La
glad, and al! the peopls of the earth with us?
Shall we not praise Gol, who hath 8o wronght

Yesterday, with Rounsseau—the
general whose military record Is eclipsed by
the caning which he administered to Congress-
man Griopell, of Iowa—in command, was a
bigh day for the unreconstructed Ruvals, who
were guffered to take possession of the polls,
to the exclusion of loyal men, both white and
black.

The Mormons.
Tun rapld progress towards complation of the
Pacific Railroad has aroused the saints of
Salt Lake City to a realiziug sense of the diffi-
culties they will have to contend with from
an increased and ipcreasing Gentils popula-
tion. The Mormons, since their establishment
in Utah, have been 8o entirely secluded from
the outside world aud so difficult to reach,
that they have been able to manage their own
affairs pretty much in their own way, and
they have only in a modified sense recog.
nized the authenty of the Gemeral Govern-

ment, Now that their heretofore seocuras
retreat i3 to be thrown opem to the
world, and thers is a prospact that

ere long the Gentiles will outnamber and
outvote the Mormons, apprehensions of a re-
newal of the troubles which occurred thirty
years ago in Missouri and Illinois are bagin-
ning to excite the minds of Brigham Young
and his followers. Apd thess apprehensions
are not without grounds, for thers nndoabt-
edly existe a strong anti-Mormon fesling
among the mass of the Amarioan peopls, and
the political, socisl, and religious system of the
Latter-day Saints is looked upon as antago-
uistic to our republican institntions, and as a
blot npon our civilization which it bshooves
us to abolish as soon a3 practicabls, bafore it
becomes a serions sourca of discord. The
Mormon Jeaders ask themselves whera they
sould go in case they are driven out of their
present stronghold; but the advanes of popu-
lation westward is so rapid that thers sesms
to be no place open to them whera they
would be able to dwell in the isolation which
they oovet, and they have accordingly deter-
mined to make & bold stand for their present
position.

At the Mormon Conference recently held in
Halt Lake City, this subject was earnestly de-
bated, and a course of more rigid exclusive-
ness than heretofore was resolved upon as
the only course open to them uuder ths cir_
cumstanoces. Their own people are to ba pa_
tronized and the Gantiles igoored as far as
possible; and it will even be made a
matter of church fellowship for a Mormon to
buy his goods only of a Mourmon merchant.
Co-operative gocieties are also to be formed,
for the purpose of carrying on the diffsrent
branches of trade aud industry with a view of
retainiog them entirely in their own hands,
and to provide for their own necessities with-
out any assistance from outsidera.

It is difficult to see what other conrse than
this conld be adopted by the Mormons if they
desire to maintain their peculiar organization
and customs intact, and yet it will probably
have the effect of hastening the evil day which
they 80 much dresd. The hostility of the
Gentile population will be intensified, and as
the anti-Mormon element booomes strong
enough to assert itself with positiveness, th®
probabilities are that collisions will ocour
which will demand the interference of the
(Gieneral Government, in which case Mormon-
izm as a diatinet gystem will be likely to re-
celve ite quietus,

The Mormons have been so isolated, and the
intercourse with them so comparatively infre-
quent hitherto, that it is impossible for the
residents in the Btates to form a oorrect idea
as to what real attachment the majority of the
people feel towards their pecaliar political and
religlons system, but from the most reliable
accounts that we have of this singular people
it appears as if their present organization da-
pends entirely on the life of Brigham Young.
In the event of the death of that bold and
oapable leader, thers are & number of rival
claimants for the position which hs holds,
who will most likely bring Mormonism to an
end by the iaternal dissensions whioh their
rivalry will cause in the Churoh.

The Mormons are evergetic and industrious,
and in many ways they are entitled to com-
mendation. BSo far as their religious prinoi-
ples and belisf are comcerned, they have a

right te olaim the same proteotion from the
(lovernment, sad the same oonaidaration from
sll olasses of soolety, as ia mooorded to other
oreeds; but their soolal system ia so abomina-
ble, and they have Inaisted upon it so stronn-
ously as an esrential partion of their religion,
that both will have to survive or fall togeth-r.
[t seems likely that the end of Joe Bmith's
experimenta in the way of foundiog a new
Yankee religion is aboat to be reached, for it
has been proved coneclusively that Mormonism
canwot live when It is subjeoted to all the
influenoes of modsrn oivilisation; and the
building of tha Pacifioc Railroad will either
have the affuot of obliging the aaints to make
A new move, or it will oanse their dialute-
gration.

The Ruvival of Business.

A WiDE APPLIOATION may ba given to Celonal
Denton's maxim, that “there are some thiogs
too emall and somae things too great for par

to flonrish. Splendid and sudden fortunes
are somelimes aocquired by the few by the
very causes whioh produce general misery and
ruin, The fear of a famine may quickly
couvert an adventorous dealer in grain and
flour into & milliongire. A panic which
aweeps away established values may inure to
the profit of the heavy capitalist, able to out-
ride temporary storms, or enrich a few stook
speoulators. But the public interests and the
general welfare can only be well served by an
abundant supply of all useful articles, and the
healthy trade which proceeds from inter-
changes liberally providing for all
legitimate wanta is the best sign of the pre-
valence of general prosperity. When com-
paratively low prices and small profits pre
vail, the masses enjoy the largest proportion
of the material comforts of life, and solid na-
tiopal wealth is increased by increased facili-
ties to minister bountifully to the necessities
of the human family, and not by splendid
speculations. An illimitable fleld of en-
terprise i3 opemed in this ocountry.
Foreign manufacturers are mnever tired
of commenting upon what they deem
the amazing capacity of the United
Siates to consnme uzeful or attractive fabrios.
This nation differs from all others in the vital
point that here, as a rule, every man and
woman desires and expeots to ba well fed and

[ well clad, while in other conntries only the

favored classes aspire to anything beyond a
scanty supply of pressing necessities. The
business resultiog from this enormous con-
grmption is unprecedented in the annals of

commerce, and the opportunities aforded tor
industry and talent, ot every variety, to gain
profit from mivistrations to the all-devouriog
waw of the Awerican public, may well iocite
the energies of enterprising men. We look
forward, therefore, not only to a period of
“peace,”” but one of great business activity,
